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DPA Construction Allotment Policies 


ADDITIONAL CONTROLLED MATERIALS ALLOTMENTS : 


Additional allotments of controlled materials for delivery during 1952 and 
the first two quarters of 1953 are being mailed to many borrowers. These 
additional allotments are based on the firm allotment to the REA program 
just received for the third quarter of 1952 and extension of our new advance 
allotment authorization based thereon through the second quarter of 1953. 


The firm allotments for the third quarter are the largest percentages of 
stated requirements received by the REA program since the start of materials 
control. They represent 97.8% of stated carbon steel requirements, 81% of 
copper wire mill requirements, and 93.8% of aluminum requirements. The 
total amounts now available in comparison to amounts previously available 
are as follows:

You will note that copper was cut below requirements considerably more severely 

than aluminum. This reflects the continued short supply of copper in contrast 

with the rapidly improving supply of aluminum. As indicated before, and in 
.—D keeping with the recommendations of DEPA to the electric utility industry, it 
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is still strongly suggested that all borrowers give immediate attention to 
the use of aluminum wherever possible. 


Attached is e copy of form ADM-125AR2 which is being used for minor require- 
ments allotments, commencing with these additional allotments. You will note 
that the second quarter of 1952 has been dropped and the second quarter of 
1953 added. Further, covered aluminum has been dropped, since all aluminun, 
bare or covered, is now handled under one classification by DPA. 


DPA CONSTRUCTION ALLOTMENT POLICY 


The Defense Production Administration has announced a policy concerning allot- 
ment of materials for construction that affects construction of headquarters 
buildings by borrowers. Excerpts from the policy announcement by Manly 
Fleischmann, DPA Administrator, are quoted below (underscoring supplied for 
emphasis): 


"DPA has just completed a study of the material requirements of the military 
and industrial expansion programs for the balance of the year. It appears 
that the heavy requirements of the industrial expansion program will reach 

a peak in the second quarter of this year and will thereafter decline. Ac- 
cordingly, there will be more materials, particularly structural steel, 
availeble in the third and fourth quarters for less essential industrial 
projects, commercial buildings such as office buildings, stores, etc., and 
for public works construction, including highways, schools and hospitals. «& 
"Because of the long lead-time required for the planning and engineering of . 
construction projects, we are making the announcement of the availability of 

materials at the present time, even though the exact amounts available cannot 


be precisely stated. I hope that individuals and companies interested in the 


construction of projects will now begin active planning work on such projects 
and file CMP applications for materials for the third and fourth quarters. 


A substantial number of new starts will be authorized for the third quarter, 

and materials will be @llocated for that quarter. Permits to commence con- 
struction will be granted for an additional number of projects, anda if materiais 
are not availaole for the third quarter, advance allotments for the fourth 
quarter will be granted at the present time so as to permit complete assurance 
that the project can be carried on. 


"It is my belief that by the fourth quarter of this year we will be able to 
resume something close to normal rates of construction in the commercial field 
but, because copper is likely to replace structural steel as the principal 
limiting factor on new construction, we are urging builders and architects to 
continue maximum conservetion of that material, and we will naturally have to 
give preferential consideration to projects which use a minimum of scarce 
materials.” 


Borrowers' headquarters buildings are classed as "commercial" construction. 
Consequently, w recommend that every borrower which has previously been denied 
NPA approval of proposed headquarters building construction submit a current 
application to NPA. Contact your nearest NPA Field Office for details of Revised

I. All allotments are cumulative for each quarter and each controlled material. Each allotment is the sum of the 
present additional amount, plus all previous allotments, less portions thereof returned to REA as of this date. 
II. The construction schedules indicated above are hereby authorized and are hereafter referred to as “authorizet 
construction schedules. ” 


III. You are hereby authorized - 
a. To order, or extend to your contractors authorization to order, controlled materials and Class A products 
for delivery in the quarters and not to exceed the amounts of controlled materials specified -on the re- 
verse side and you may apply allotment symbols and CMP ratings to such orders; 
,b. To order, or extend to your contractors authorization to order, other than controlled materials necessary 
for use in connection with the authorized construction schedules and you may apply CMP ratings to such orders; 
c. To continue or commence construction of and to use all materials on hand for the authorized construction 
schedules; 


Iv. Controlled material contained in Class A products is included in your authorization. 


V. These authorizations are subject to special conditions noted, on the reverse side, and to the following: i 

a. Allotments for material authorized herein shouldbe extended and CMP symbols applied thereto within 30 days. 
after the date hereof. 

b. Report disposition of allotments on one carbon copy of this form to the Engineering or Power Division within 
30 days after the date hereof. The amount of the allotment not needed should be returned for re- authorization 
for other construction. ; i 

c. Report cumulatively the amounts extended on line 2. This must be the total amount of your allotment extended 
for each controlled material for each quarter as of the date you complete this report. 

d. Report allotments returned herewith on line 3. This must be the actual (incremental) amount of an allotment 
for a specific quarter and controlled material which is being returned to REA on this report. It must not © 
include any previous returns of an allotment. 

e. If the entire allotment cannot be extended within 30 days but it is anticipated that upon completion Ofc : 
specifications or of award of contracts or placement of orders that the allotment can be extended, report the a. s 
amount extended within 30 days with an explanation regarding that not extended but which is being held: The re 
balance not extended and not returned on the initial report should be reported upon as soon as possible and 
at least within 60 days after the date hereof. : b>. 

f. Every allotment must be fully accounted for. All special cases should be taken up immediately with the 
Section Engineer or the Power Division. 

g. Authorization of a construction schedule does not involve any commitment by REA to make any allotment or 
authorization of CMP symbols for material beyond the authorizations contained herein. 

h. The allotments of and authorizations of CMP symbols for materials contained herein do not involve any 
commitment by REA to give additional authorizations for materials in other quarters or for other construction. 

i. No authorization contained herein involves any commitment by REA to procure materials authorized herein. 

j. No borrower may receive.any material which would cause him to exceed his permissible inventory.

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VI. Records shall be maintained, as required by CMP Reg..6 and NPA Order M-50, for construction Showing allotments 
extended and deliveries received pursuant to authorizations contained herein. A report of such construction will 
be required at the end of each quarter on a form to be provided. These reporting and record keeping requirements 
have been approved by the Bureau of the Budget in accordance with Federal Reports Act (P.). 831, 77th Congress, 
TO3C). 


VII. All correspondence and inquiries concerning authorizations contained herein should be addressed to the Engineering 
or Power Division, REA, Department of Agriculture, Washington 25, D. C. 


VIII. This action is taken pursuant to Section 101 of the Defense Production Act of 1950, as amended, CMP Reg. 6, NPA 
Order M-50, and the subdelegation to the Administrator of REA by the Administrator of DEPA, of the right to 
exercise the powers and functions insofar as concerns REA electrification borrowers, which age vested in DEPA by 
NPA Order N-50.
